Bilbao, Ju ne 15 (A3)—A bitter 
insu rgent thru st against the su ­ 
bu rbs of Begona and Galdacano 
rolled Bilbao’s long-besieged de­ 
fenders back on their rear gu ard 
lines today . 
Generalissimo Francisco Fran­ 
co’s massed infantry , hav ing al­ 
ready cracked the basqu e capi­ 
tal’s “iron ring” of* fortifications, 
stru ck at the two strategic ou t­ 
posts in long rolling wav es, led by 
fast tanks, and su pported 
by 
heav y artillery and coordinated 
squ adrons of bombing planes. 
The continu ou s thru sts against 
the two cities which basqu es call 
“the head and side of bleeding 
Bilbao” were adm itted to hav e 
cau sed the defeners “to fall back 
on their rear gu ard lines.” 
The insu rgent adv ance was 
temporarily 
halted, 
howev er, 
both a t Begona, practically at 
the ou tskirts of the city to the 
north, and at Galdacano, only 
fou r miles sou theast. 
Despite the fact th a t famed 
line of fortifications on which 
Bilbao staked its defense had 
been blasted by the formidable 
insu rgent onslau ght, the basqu es 
claimed their hopes for v ictory 
were u ndiminished. 
President 
J o s e 
Antonio 
Agu irre, head of the semi-au to- 
nomou s repu blic which has been 
allied with the Madrid gov ern­ 
m ent throu ghou t the Civ il War, 
declared his people wou ld defend 
the city to “the bitter end.” 
He adm itted the fall of Zam- 
u dio and Derib, two su bu rbs 
northeast of Bilbao, bu t declared 
the insu rgent forces were still 
“a long way ” from Bilbao itself. 
“Bilbao nev er has been cap­ 
tu red throu ghou t a long history 
of sieges and I swear to y ou it 
will not fall now,” cried the 
basqu e president, who has fou ght 
with his soldiers in the front 
line trenches.

lis in y esterday ’s elections, de­ 
feating K enneth Hay craft, for­ 
mer Minnesota football star who 
had the endorsement of the 
Farmer-Labor party . 
The city ’s most spirited non­ 
partisan contest in y ears drew an 
estimated 160,000 v oters to the 
polls. Incomplete, u nofficial re­ 
tu rns gav e Leach 5 9,48 5 v otes to 
H ay craft’s 5 0,8 22. 
Leach, a conserv ativ e, will as­ 
su me office Ju ly 5 for his fifth 
term. He was defeated in 1929 
after serv ing eight y ear. He es­ 
say ed a comeback in 1931 bu t 
lost to W. A. Anderson, a Farm - 
er-Laborite. 
The campaign was marked by 
a split in the Farmer-Labor 
ranks, which saw the incu mbent, 
Thomas E. Latimer, defeated in 
last^ m onth’s primary by Hay ­ 
craft. Both Hay craft and Lati­ 
mer v ied for Farmer-Labor su p­ 
port bu t the party backed the 
former. Latimer su pported Hay ­ 
craft after the primary . 
General Leach’s war ex peri­ 
ences brou ght him decorations 
from France and Italy and the 
distingu ished serv ice cross from 
the United States.

There has been considerable 
discussion of plans to protect 
batters at the plate since Mickey 
Cochrane was felled by one of 
Bump Hadley’s wild pitches. The 
best suggestion seems to be a 
headguard which may be worn 
under the players’ caps. 
Professional athletes have an 
aversion to a device of this na­ 
ture. A false spirit of bTavado, 
or something. The only way the 
practice could be made universal 
would be for authorities to com­ 
pel baseball players to wear it. 
Pitchers can not be forced to 
stop throwing “bean balls.” In 
the first place, most wild tosses 
are 
unintentional. 
There 
are 
times when a pitcher, in a fit of 
anger, will deliberately throw at 
a, batter with the idea of doing 
him bodily harm. But those cases 
are hard to prove. 
Pitchers do try to drive batters 
away, from the plate. Sometimes 
to intimidate, but more fre­ 
quently to force a batter who is 
crowding the plate back into his 
own territory. This is nothing 
new. The hurlers have been do­ 
ing it for years. 
Dusting off a batter is gener­ 
ally accepted as a pitcher’s right 
in the major leagues. Few swat­ 
ters complain about it. They feel 
it is part of the battle. 
Some hurlers are renowned for 
the practice. Dizzy Dean openly 
admitted he was dusting off New 
York Giant batters on a recent 
occasion in St. Louis. Diz de­ 
fended the “art,” saying athletes 
who couldn’t stand a few close 
ones were “sissies.” 
Carl Hubbell, on the 
other 
hand, could not be forced to dust 
off a batter although he is not 
lively to permit a batter to take 
advantage of him. There was

give the eggs a chance to hatch. 
“It is unlawful to fish with, 
use, or set any trot line or throw 
line within fifty feet of any dam. 
“Remember that the future of 
your sport depends upon your 
observance of regulations 
es­ 
tablished for its protection. The 
violator is no friend of the real 
fisherman.”

able weather a record number of 
fishermen will be on the lakes 
and along the streams Wednes­ 
day morning when the season 
opens at one minutes after mid­ 
night, central standard time.

Following an ancient and consistently m ain­ 
tained tradition, sages and seers of high and low 
degree will inform graduates of the colleges and 
univ ersities during the remaining days of June 
th at the world lies before them.

COLORADO'S LESSON 
As might hav e been expected, tax troubles àhd 
reduced benefits are threatening to work hav oc 
with the Colorado old-age pension plan which 
originally promised to pay $45 a m onth to the 
State’s oldsters. 
It is already apparent th a t the payments will 
hav e to be reduced to $37.38 when the pension 
system goes into effect in September. 
And ev en 
this figure is likely to be considerably lowered if 
the eligible pensioners are found to be & excess 
of the tentativ e estimate of 35,000. 
Meanwhile Colorado officials are worried ov er 
a possibility th at the special two cents sales tax. 
liquor lev ies and incorporation fees will not 
produce the rev enue neccessary-for maintenance 
of the program on its estimated basis. This 
dev elopment, if it materializes, will entail still 
heav ier fiscal drains on other sources. 
There is a v aluable lesson here for the 
States, as well as for the Federal Gov ernment.

Mr. Ford is 
again merely chatting, and his 
material is coming from his own 
enormous memory. Someone de­ 
fined genius, once, as a prodigi­ 
ous memory. In this case Mr. 
Ford is chdtting about literary 
men he has known (but please 
don’t think this is the sort of 
chat one still hears in certain 
Washington Square drawing, or 
tap, rooms). These are the men: 
W. H. Hudson, Iv an Turgenev , 
Thomas Hardy, Joseph Conrad, 
Theodore 
Dreiser, 
Swinburne, 
John Galsworthy, H. G. Wells, 
Stephen Crane, D. H. Lawrence 
and Henry James. 
It will be observ ed th at almost 
all these did their best work in 
prose, and their choice is of 
course « gov erned by the author’s 
experience. Yet Mr. Ford remarks 
somewhere in the book th at in 
England poetry, like the Nav y, 
is the Senior Serv ice. His tongue 
is headed cheekward, though he 
is not wholly joking. But the 
piece on Swinburne makes up for 
ev erything. 
This is the most delightful 
portrait of a man I hav e read 
since I can remember, the more 
remarkable because it is so short. 
Ford does Swinburne through the 
eyes of Charlotte, one of the 
maids in Ford’s G randfather’s 
house whose duty it was to help 
cabbies carry drunk poets up­ 
stairs. Grandfather, it seems, had 
done his bit for Pre-Raphelite 
poetry by 
hav ing his address 
sewed into sev eral poetic coats, 
so th at when their owners got 
blind drunk, they would be tak­ 
en to his hospital home, instead 
of the jug! 
I shan’t spoil this masterpiece 
by retelling it. Read this, and 
don’t fail also to read the por­ 
trait of Dreiser, which is less 
brilliant, but ev ery bit as good. 
Then reflect what it is in the 
Fordian style th at makes it so 
effectiv e. Might it be his capacity 
for grafting pungencies from 
whatev er land onto a sturdy An­ 
glo-Saxon stalk?
